There is no indication that public) 
interests suffered because of the unusual | 
speed, since that was made possible by a gen-| 
tlemen’s agreement among the members to sup- | 
press loquacity. On the contrary, the public 
business may have got keener attention than|

The bud- 
get, announcing another surplus and a cut in 
taxation, will help the public to remember the 
session with feelings of satisfaction.
